E.D.R. Says Rome’s 
Fate Up to Nazis 


LONDON, April 19—(AP)—Re- 
plying to a plea from Eamon De 
Valera that Rome be spared, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has told the Eire 
prime minister that the city’s fate | 
rests with Germany, while the Ger- | 
mans again have sought unilater- | 
ally to declare Rome an open city. 

President Roosevelt's message, 
dated April 3, was made public in 
Dublin today. 

“If Germany forces were not en- 
trenched in Rome no question 
would arise concerning the city’s 
preservation,” the president said. 
He asserted the Allies, “often at 
considerable sacrifice,” have tried 
scrupulously to spare religious 
and cultural monuments. 

The German reply was broadcast 
by D.N.B., Nazi news agency, 
shortly before Allied headquarters 
in Naples announced heavy enemy 
traffic was noted moving into Rome 
from the northeast. The Germans 
suggested Premier De Valera in- 
duce the United Nations to con- 
tribute toward preservation of | 
Rome by refraining from what D. 
N.B. called “senseless” air attacks.

Here on May 1 


Work on the $1,250,000 improve- 
ment project at the Edmonton 
airport, authorized. by»the..Dom- 
inion government, is expected to 
commence by May 1, H. P. Keith, 
district airway engineer for the 
Northwest Staging Route, said 
Wednesday. 

Announcement of the award of 
contracts for the work here wili be 
made within a week, it is expected, 
and at the same time contracts will 
be let for work on the other three 
airports at Grande Prairie, Fort 
Nelson, and Watson Lake. 

The job at Edmonton entails the 
laying of seven-inch concrete slabs 
on top of existing runways, At 
present the runways consist of a 
base of from seven to 11 inches of 
gravel and a surfacing of asphalt 
varying from three to six inches, 
HEAVY TRAFFIC 

The proposed strengthening of 
the runways will fit them to take 
care of the “greatest amount of 
the heaviest traffic,” Mr. Keith said. 

The projected work on the four 
airports, of which Mr. Keith is the 
engineer in charge of construction, 
totals $5,000,000. 

He expects to have a staff of 12 
at his offices in the Tegler Building.

Secretary-Manager W. J. Williams 
of the Edmonton branch of the 
legion said Wednesday he had re- 
ceived advice from headquarters of 
M.D, 13 in Calgary to the effect 
tWat “Withorization has” been re- 
ceived for.payment of rehabilita- 
tion grants to all service personnel 
discharged at their own request for 
compassionate reasons, 

The communication stated thal 
officials at M.D. 13 have been 
aware of the hardship caused by 
withholding of such grants in many 
cases but had been forced to carry 
out regulations. 

The department of national! de- 
fence has authorized payments of 
the grants to all cases of the 
nature, 

M.D. 13 will make payment direct 
to all those discharged on compas- 


sionate grounds as from April 1, 
1944, 
Those discharged prior to that 


date on the same grounds will be 
paid from national defence head- 
quarters at Ottawa,

how many families will be forc- 
ed out of their homes, nor any 
definite plan as yet as to accom- 
modations for such cases, a sur- 
vey made Wednesday discloses. 
There is registered with the Ed- 

monton Accommodation Bureau 

about 400 applications for houses to 
date, although there is no way of 
knowing how many of the 400 fa- 
milies require houses by May 1 nor

Housing officials expressed the 
opinion that registrations for 
houses have not been nearly as

sient rates might be prohibitive for 
large families. 

The Y.W.C.A. Rooms Registry 
officials said that although their 
work is mainly for women, girls, 
and servicemen and their families 
who require rooms or temporary 
housing accommodations, in case 
of an emergency, overnight ac- 
commodations at least could be 
obtained for as many as necessary 
at the usual transient rates. 

The Edmonton Chamber of Com- 
merce Emergency Accommodation 
Committee is working on a plan for 
taking care of whatever emer- 


|gencies may arise by providing for 


some kind of accommodation, 

However, at the present time, 
none of the officials have any com- 
ment to offer on whether or not, 
or how many, families will be living 
on Edmonton streets after May 1.

“Fortunately, the Allies obtained 
air superiority earlier than they 
had anticipated, with the result the 
German air force is not so danger- 
ous from the standpoint of casual- 
ties as had been expected and we 
have had fewer losses in combat 
than were planned for, particularly 
among pilots,” Maj. Power said. 

“We turned at one time, in 1941 
and 1942, from combat with 
fighter pilots and fighter air- 
planes to heavy bombing. At that 
time heavy bombers usually car- 
ried a first and second pilot, and 
it was decided by the higher com- 
mand that they did not need a 
second pilot, so that they re- 
placed him by a flight engineer 
or a wireless operator air gunner 
and so on.” 

There was to be no slackening 
of the war effort. The circum- 
stances were that a surplus of pilots 
would exist and that this year 
would be the critical one of the 
war and the United Kingdom and 
its allies were endeavoring to con- 
centrate, as far as they could, all 
their fighting power in the front 
line. 

IMMENSE ORGANIZATION 

There was an immense training 
organization behind the fighting 
line, and it could be pushed for- 
ward and utilized at the proper 
time. 

Of the 28 schools in Canada being 
closed “several” are R.A.F, schools, 
said Maj. Power. 

“The R.A.F, say they want to 
bring their schools home, and |} 
cannot stop them from doing so 
nor can anyone else,” he con- 
tinued, 

In December the R.A.F. proposed 
to close schools at St. Catharines, 
Ont., Stanley, N.S., Caron, Sask., 
and Cap de la Madelaine, Que.

It is exceedingly difficult to understand 
the view of the federal department of fin- 
ance—as expressed by the parliamentary 
assistant to Mr. Ilsley—that housing has 
nothing to do with the Dominion Govern- 
ment and is exclusively a local problem. 

Admittedly, any regulations designed to 
ease the housing situation would have to 
have local enforcement and application. 
The situation differs so much as between 
communities that each must devise its own 
method of approaching the difficulties. 

In that sense, housing is a local prob- 
lem and local authorities must assume the 
responsibility of leadership in dealing with 
it. 

But to say that Ottawa is not concerned 
at all, particularly that the department of 
finance is not concerned at all, is preposter- 
ous. 

Manpower and materials are the vital 
factors today in building homes, The Dom- 
inion Government, through its subsidiary 
organizations, completely controls the flow 
of materials and the availability of man- 
power. 

As a matter of fact, any effort to ease 
the housing shortage is bound to fail with- 
out the co-operation of Ottawa.

Paying Our Share 


More than $20,000,000 of federal in- 
come taxes was collected in Edmonton 
during the fiscal year which ended at the 
close of March, The sum marks an increase 
of more than $11,000,000 over the amount 
‘collected in the previous year. 

These are tremendous figures for a city 
the size of Edmonton. They do not, by any 
means, cover the whole amount of revenue 
which the Dominion drew from Edmonton 
pockets and business concerns. But no 
other form of taxation brings home so 
pointedly the terrific cost of the war as 
the pay-day deductions from wage envel- 
opes, the periodic instalments which have 
to be handed over by businessmen, and 
the complicated income tax returns which 
have to be sent in with remittances to 
make up any shortages. 

The cost of the war is frightful; for 
Edmonton people it amounts to five or six 
times the taxes levied upon them by the 
city. But there is the other side of the pic- 
ture. Income taxes paid imply incomes re- 
ceived. And the paying is in proportion to 
the amounts of the incomes, That Edmon- 
ton people paid so much last year proves 
that this was a remarkably busy com- 
munity, employment plentiful, and trade at 
full tide. And if the war is costly it is 
something to know that we in this part of 
the Dominion have the means with which 
to pay our fair share, and that we are 
paying it without murmur. Freedom is 
cheap at any price.

Back Pay for Farmers 


Wheat farmers in Canada are to receive 
back pay for their labor, and deferred re- 
turn on their investment, for the years 
1940-41-42, to a total amount of $59,000,- 
000, The payments are to begin as soon as 
the sums due have been calculated, allow- 
ance being made for spreads in grades and 
the initial payments made at time of de- 
livery. 

In addition to these initial payments. 
farmers delivering grain were given parti- 
cipation certificates, entitling them to 
share in any profits the wheat board might 
make when the grain was finally disposed 
of, These certificates are now to be cashed, 
the final payments being placed at 6%¢ 
cents per bushel for 1940, and 147% and 
1114 cents respectively for the two follow- 
ing years, basis No. 1 Northern. 

The announcement implies that the 
wheat crops of those years been 
cleared out, and that the surplus in the 
hands of the board now is composed of 
grain which grew last summer, This is the 
nearest for some years that marketing has 
come to catching up with production, 

The more rapid movement reflects the 
increased demands of Allied armies and 
peoples, and in degree the larger amounts 
sent to liberated countries and to captive 
countries under Red Cross arrangements 
for distribution, As the export is bound to 
gather volume as more areas are freed of 
enemy control, there is a promise that by 
mid-summer of 1945 the long-standing 
surplus may be entirely disposed of. 

The amounts of the deferred payments 
will vary according to the amounts of 
wheat which were delivered by individual 
farmers in the named years. Large and 
small, they will be made at a time of year 
when the receipts from grain crops are at 
low ebb, and will help the farmer to carry 
on until his 1944 crop is ready for market.

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Plugging the Leaks 


Unprecedented censorship restrictions 
have been clamped down on all news outlets 
from Britain, Even official representatives 
of 43 Allied and neutral countries can com- 
municate with their governments only in 
plainly worded messages. Neither ambas- 
sadors, couriers, code messages nor the 
traditionally immune official “pouches” 
may leave the country. Exceptions are 
made only in the cases of the representa- 
tives of the United States, Russia and the 
British dominions, 

The Nazi radio was quick to interpret 
this plugging of all possible leaks as a sign 
that the invasion barges may head for the 
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continent any day or night. Time will tell 
as to that. 

Invasion plans aside, the need of doing 
something of this kind is pointed by the 
recent experience of the airmen in the 
bomber commands. Whatever route they 
took to Germany they have run into heavy 
fighter opposition from the time they 
crossed the continental coastline and had 
to fight all the way to their targets and 
back again. ‘ 

But the coastal area of the Low Coun- 
tries and northern France is not completely 
covered by grounded Nazi planes waiting 
to take to the air wherever the raiders may 
appear. And it didn’t just happen by 
chance that Goering had his limited fighter 
forces strung along the particular course 
the bombers were to take on any day or 
night. 

The evidence is strong that advance in- 
formation on the route to be followed has 
been getting to Berlin by some means or 
other, long enough in advance to permit 
the assembling of fighters where they 
would be needed. That in itself would call 
for the clamping down of the restrictions, 
if there were no invasion on the program. 
The lives of our airmen are more precious 
than anybody's “right” to put them in 
jeopardy.

Fascist newspapers say Mussolini is 
“devoting himself to reflection in solitude, 
is already detached from the world, wait- 
ing for death to strike”. They explain that 
he is a sick man, in need of an operation 
whicn the doctors think he could not sur- 
vive.

Perhaps it was only coincidence that 
the reorganization of the Badoglio gov- 
ernment was anticipated by renewed 
activity on the Allied front in Italy.

Enemy losses in the ten-day retreat to 
Sevastopol are placed at 71,000 men killed 
and captured. The population of Germany 
is about eight times that of Canada. 
Corresponding losses of Canadian troops 
would be around 9,000 men. If our forces 
should suffer that badly in a ten-day 
campaign, no one need be told what the re- 
action at home would be. But the Crimea 
is the scene of only one —and not the 
greatest — disaster that has befallen the 
Hitler armies in the last six months. The 
cumulative impact of these succeeding 
waves of bad news upon the people of the 
Reich must be depressing, despite the de- 
humanizing effect of the Nazi doctrine 
that the individual is of no account.

Japan Made Bad Strategic 
Error in Not Invading at 


Once

As an Australian I feel very in- 

| sistent that Australia must be in 
jthis fight at the finish, and that 
she must play a very important 
part in the eyes of her colleagues 
and Allies in the defeat of Japan. I 
know that my arguments caused 
some little comment, and that 
those apparently unable to see any 
further than the immediate present, 
pooh-poohed the idea that Aus- 
tralia should contribute more than 
the three divisions already allotted 
to the actual campaign. 

I would like to refer those critics 
to a statement which appeared in 
the influential Chicago “Daily 
| Tribune” which was circulated 

throughout Australia during the 


week, and, no doubt, in every other 
English speaking and non-English 
speaking country, particularly 
where Axis propaganda has an axe 
to grind. In its editorial comment 
this newspaper said that the 
Australia-New Zealand agreement 
recently signed at the Canberra 
Conference, was “rather ambitious.”

It added that the fact that the 
predominant power in saving our 
homeland from the Japanese was 
supplied by the United States, that 
combined ‘Empire Naval power’ 
had resulted in the loss of the bat- 
tleships Prince of Wales and Re- 
pulse, the capitulation of Singapore, 
the toppling over of the entire Brit- 
ish and Dutch colonial structures in 
the Pacific, and the approach of the 
conquerors to Australia’s very 
gates, it was rather ridiculous for 
Australian newspapers to suggest 
that naval power would be com-

Child Welfare 


Editor, Bulletin: The new Child 
Welfare Act in Alberta places child 
welfare problems directly under 
government control for the first 
time. The act is a good one. How- 


ever, if the department refuses to 
appoint well informed, progress- 
ively minded citizens to its com- 
mitees and to its administrative 
staff, then Alberta will continue to 
have one of the worst records in 
the Dominion in the field of child 
welfare. 

An instance is the recent appoint- 
ment of the advisory committee for 
day nurseries. Only two members 
on this committee of six are en- 
tirely independent of the govern- 
ment, three are directly connected, 
and one, Mrs. Harold Riley, of Cal- 
gary, long associated with child 
welfare work is known to be op- 
posed to day nurseries, and had not 
attended any previous meeting on 
the subject. 


There is a committee of Calgary 
citizens which for two years has 
been gathering information on day 
nurseries and which already has 
names of mothers of forty-six chil- 
dren requiring day nursery care. 
This information was given to the 
initial meeting on April 4th of the 
advisory committee by the city 
council representative. He has in- 
formed himself on the Calgary situa- 
tion and is convinced that enough 
material is on hand to proceed with 
the establishment of day nurseries. 

The Dominion government has 
signed an agreement willing to pro- 
ceed with the scheme. I believe 
the advisory committee was unjus- 
tified in delaying its decision on the 
day nursery question at its first 


meeting. Do informed people in 
Edmonton agree with me?

It is admitted, of course, that the 
presence of the United States 
troops and her airmen, subse- 
quently, must have had a deterrent 
effect on the Japanese, and all 
/Australians are grateful for the 
assistance that America has given 
us in this fight against the Japan- 
ese. But the people who think on 
the lines of the editorial comment 
in the “Daily Tribune” in particu- 
lar, should realise that we are 
allies, both fighting for a common 
| cause. 

It was just as much value to 
the Americans to keep the Japs 
out of Australia as it was for 
Australians themselves. The pivo- 
tal point for operations against 
the Jap in the archipelago north 
of Australia must be Australia 
itself. That fact is self-evident. 

Supposing that Japan did hold 
Australia. The task of defeating 
her would be infinitely greater for 
the Allies, and most responsible 
American opinion agrees with this 
view. But to say that the American 
troops have driven the Japanese 
back in the fight in the Islands is 
deliberately to mislead the Ameri- 
can public. 

The fact is that Australian troops 
have played a most important and 
most effective part in the defeat of 
the Jap in battle. Don't let us for- 
get that the Australians have been 
opposed by strong Japanese forces 
in every case where he has given 
battle, and have driven them back, 
Our troops have not been engaged 
in landing operations on unoccu- 
pied islands, 

Their task has been one fraught 
| with difficulties and dangers, and 
to decry the work of the Australian 
soldier in New Guinea is to damage 
the friendly, happy relationship that 
should result from our co-operation 
as allied nations in the South-West 
Pacific area.

Fatigue, Aching Muscles 
Are Direct Result of Bad 


Posture

The necessity for good posture 
was never more important than it 
is today. 

Perfect posture—in the vernacu- 
lar of industrial medicine—is a pre 
requisite to the safe performance 


of any job. In the vernacular of 
beauty, it is a prerequisite to} 
grace. | 

Surveys recently conducted by 


health departments of several wat 
plants provide striking evidence) 
that posture is also an index to et- 
ficiency. .“In just about every case 
where a woman worker complained 
of fatigue and aching muscles,’ | 
says the personnel director for a 
large instrument manufacturer, “we | 
found that the cause was bad pos | 
ture.” 

Beauly and health experts, called 
in by industry to act as physjologi- 
cal “efficiency experts” for the wo- 
men workers, incidentally, succeed 
ed in improving figures and carri | 
age too, Waistlines got slimmer 
chests higher, and in some cases 
even legs became more shapely 
The findings of these experts, and 
the corrections they made, are fun 
aamental ones that apply to all wo | 
men in wartime, for “there is very | 
little difference, really, in lifting a 
tote-box full of instrument parts 
and picking up a basket full of the 
family wash.” 


New Attention 


Women are almost all guilty, to 
some extent, of posture faults—says | 
an industrial health director—but| 
it took the pressure of war, witn| 
iis need for factory workers and | 
stress on top efficiency, to focus) 
new attention on them. Probably 
the same mistakes have for years 
been causing fatigue, pain and 
awkwardness to housewives and 
office workers.

Question Mark Spine 


Without description, everyone 
knows the appearance of a “ques- 
tion mark spine”. This faulty pos- 
ture may be brought into line with 
simple exercises. For the Standing 
worker, it is simply a question of 
“backing into a wall,” which should 
also be done at some regular in- 
terval, tied in with the daily rou- 
tine. 

The human spine should be vis- 
ualized as a tall column made up 


| of separate spools, with a cord run- 


ning through the centre of each. 
When the cord is allowed to slack, 
spools (or vertebrae) tilt and their 
edges press against one another, 
causing strain.

In the log-rolling exercise the 
arms are stretched out taut on 
either side at shoulder level, palms 
down, Then, slowly as though arms 
and chest were all one piece—like a 
floating log—the arms are rolled 
over in place till the palms are up- 
ward and thumbs pointed straight 
back, It will be seen, as this is 
done, that the chest lifts up and 
the shoulders roll back into a com- 
fortably correct position, Breath- 
ing ‘is immediately more free and 
easier. 


After this exercise when the arms 
are dropped down again, the thorax 
is tilted upward in the real pos- 
ture--and should remain that way, 

Another very usual cause of 
fatigue in standing workers is lock- 
ed knees and the resultant sway- 
back. This may be counteracted by 
what might be called the two-way 
pull, This, too, should be done at 
regular intervals — about twenty

Hitler, after his rise to power, | 
ratified these commitments of Ger- 
siany.

Pact of Non-Agression was entered 
into on January 26, 1934. In this 
the Briand- Kellogg Pact was set 
forth at length.

1907 imposed numerous restrictions 
upon invading or occupying forces. 
METHODS RESTRICTED 

The methods of combat are re- 
Stricted in the interest of humanity. 
The convention forbids a belliger- 
ent: to employ poison or poisoned 
arms, to kill or wound by treachery, 
to employ arms, projectiles and 
substances which are calculated to 
cause unnecessary pain (Article 
23). Bombardment by naval forces 


of undefended towns is forbidden 
(Articles 1-6). The use of auto- 


|matic submarine contact mines is 


condemned Lecause of their danger 
to innocent vessels (Article 20). 
Discharging explosives “from bal- 
loons” is similarly outlawed. 

The provision forbidding forced 
labor by the civil population in 
occupied districts dates back to 
the Brussels Conference of 1874 
and is now an accepted doctrine 
of International Law. 

Acts of pillage, incendiarism, 
rape, assassination, maltreatment 


of prisoners and similar violations 


of the rules of war are crimes. 
The soldiers who commit them are 
not immune because they were 
committed in the course of war. 
Acts of war, ordinarily crimes, are 
“legal” only if they are committed 
in conformity to the rules of Inter- 
national Law. 

International Law provides that 
merchantmen may not be sunk 
without previous visit and search 
and without placing the passengers 
and crew of the vessel in safety.

BOUND TO OBEY 


Thus we conclude that Germany 
was bound to obey the Rules of 


provision of International Law. He 
specifically incorporated this treaty 
and its terms in his pact with 
Poland. 


DEEPLY IMBEDDED 


By subsequent ratification these 
resolutions became more deeply 
imbedded in International Law, In 
September, 1934, the International 
Law Association, meeting in Buda- 
pest, adopted Articles of Inter- 
pretation of the Briand - Kellogg 
Pact. It declared that a nation 
which violated the provision out- 
Jawing war would be “an offender 
against the Law of Nations.” 

We conclude, then, that Germany 
was bound by International Law 
not to make war. But in addition 
it was also bound to comply with 
certain rules if it did, illegally, 
declare war. 

Exact statements of these Rules 
of War are to pe found in the 
Geneva Conventions of 1864, 1906 
and 1929, the International Con- 
vention relative to the Treatment 
of Prisoners of War in 1929, and 
the Hague Conventions of 1899 and 
1907.

War, a duty which fell upon every 
soldier, officer and civilian of the 
Reich. What does this duty entail? 
To what extent do the rules of 
International Law condemn the in- 
dividual German for his acts, once 
war has been declared? He is im- 
mune only if he acts within the 
rules prescribed for warfare. If he 
commits an act in violation of the 
laws of war, he is liable to trial 
and punishment. 

Germany fully recognized the 
validity of these standards, and 
she may not now contend that they 
are not binding on her. The Ger- 
man Kriegsbrauch in Landkriege 
declares that the inhabitants of 
occupied territory must not be in- 
jured in life, limb, honor or free- 
dom; that every unlawful killing, 
every bodily injury due to fraud 
or negligence, every insult, every 
disturbance of domestic peace, 
every attack on family, honor or 
morality, and generally, every un- 
lawful act of violence is punishable 
as though it had been committed 
against the inhabitants of Germany.

Quebec Studies 
New Farm Credit 


QUEBEC, April 19—(CP)—The 
legislative assembly yesterday 
studied in committee of the whole a 
bill amending the Quebec Farm 
Credit legislation. The bill would 
provide an additional $2,000,000 for 
loans to Quebec farmers. 

Maurice Duplessis, Union Na- 
tionale opposition leader, said that 
Premier Godbout “sabotaged” Que- 
bec farm credit organized in this 
province in 1936 when Mr, Dup- 
lessis was premier. 

Mr. Duplessis added that farm 
credit was sabotaged when inter- 
est rates on loans to farmers 
were raised from two and one-half 
per cent to three per cent and 
interest on the sinking fund from 
one and one-half to two per cent. 
He said he was ready to vote in 
favor of the new bill if the pres- 
ent government undertook to 
lower the interest rates to what 
they were hefore. 

Premier Godbout said the Liberal

Pensions For 
War Veterans 


Service pensions for war vet- 
erans above the ag: of 55, with 
allowances for dependents, are 
urged on the Dominion govern- 
ment in a resolution approved by 


the Edmonton branch of the Can- 
adian Legion to be brought before 
the annual Dominion convention 
of the Legion in Vancouver early 
in June, 


The Edmonton branch sponsors 
point out that many veterans of the 
First Great War will soon be forced 
off the labor market because of ad- 
vancing years and large numbers 
possess physical disabilities for 
which they do not receive regular 
war pensions. 

The resolutions seeks life pen- 
sions of $80 a month for married 
men with allowances for depend- 
ents, with $40 a month for single 
men, above the age of 55. 

Four other resolutions were also 
approved for presentation to the 
Dominion convention. +a 

One urges legislation providing 
for compulsory employment of a 
definite percentage of discharged 
service personnel in all industry. 


The government is also urged 
to expropriate all holdinas of | 
corporations, whether oil, mineral 
or physical properties and patent 
rights, which are found to be kept 
undeveloped for the purpose of 
speculation and which would 
otherwise employ large numbers 
of people. 

An active service insurance 
scheme for all personnel in the 
Canadian services, similar to the 
plan now operating for United 
States forces, also is urged. 

The fourth resolution calls for 
creation of a separate district of the 
department of pensions for Edmon- 
ton, instead of having Edmonton 
pensions dealt with from Calgary.
